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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1951* 

POPULATION-. 

The  Regis trar^General ' s estimated  population  for  the 
united  district/^  view  was  38,694  compared  with  37,918  for 
the  previous  year.  All  four  areas  showed  a slight  increase  - 
the  greatest  being  in  East  Ashford. 

VITAL  STATISTICS . 

In  previous  years  the  birth  and  death  rates  have  been 
based  on  local  population  and  were  uncorrected.  This  year 
these  crude  rates  have  been  corrected -by  multiplying  the 
local  rate  by  what  are  known  as  “comparability  factors!1 
These  factors  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  and  the 
correction  has  the-  effect  of  adjusting  the  local  rates  to 
rates  which  would  have  occurred  had  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  of  the  local  population  been  the  same  as  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  It  is  now  possible  to 
compare  our  rates  directly  with  those  for  England  and  Wales 
and  other  areas  where  similar  corrections  have  been  made. 

1.  BIRTH  RATE. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  joint  areas  was  15*33 
per  1,000  resident  population.  The  rate  for  England- and 
wales  was  15.5* 

2.  DEATHS . 

The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  four  areas  was  10.6  per 
1,000  estimated  resident  population  and  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  wales  which  was  12.5- 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  again  head  the  list  in 
causes  of  death,  with  cancer  taking  second  place.  The 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  are  slowly  rising  - possibly 
due  to  the  better  diagnosis  and  classification  of  this 
disease.  There  were  mere  deaths  from  Influenza,  Pneumonia 
and  Bronchitis  this  year  than  is  usual  in  our  areas,  but 
the  numbers  were  not  abnormally  high. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  during  the  first  year  of  life 
was  32*92  per  1,000  estimated  births.  This  is  a considerable 
rise  on  last  year's  low  figure  of  23.0  and  is  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales  (29.60). 

One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified  but  it  proved 
to  be  a mild  case  and  recovered  quickly. 

Deaths  due  to  accident. 

I am  very  concerned  about  the  whole  question  of  accidental 
deaths  of  children  and  young  persons  and  the  permanent 
injuries  to  those  who  survive  accidents.  The  problem  of 
Home,  as  well  as  road; accidents  are  the  concern  of  us  all,  and 
there  are  far  too  many  accidents  in  our  country  areas. 


For  example  in  ,Vq's t Ashford,  two  children  (aged  22  months  and 
4 years)  and  four  young  adults  (aged  21,  21,  26  and  27  years) 
lost  their  lives  hy  accident  in  1951* 

IhFDCTIQUP  PldHAaiS. 

ho  epidemics  occurred  and  the  health  of  the  four  areas 
was  satisfsc  tory  - there  was  a very  considerable  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  Measles,  864  were  notified  hut  this  figure 
is  consistent  with  the  2 yearly  cycle  of  this  disease  and  the 
cases  were  mild  in  character  and  only  one  case  was  removed  to 
hospital  (with  complications).  There  were  13  Dcarlet  Fever 
cases  of  which  8 were  removed  to  hospital*  in  vie?;  of  the 
riSK  of  infecting  other  members  of  the  family  and  the 
possioility  of  establishing  ‘‘carriers'11  I still  feel  that 
nursing  these  cases  at  home  is  undesirable  and  I ?;as  glad  so 
many  of  the  cases  this  year  were  nursed  in  hospital. 

Three  Poll omyeli tis  cases  were  notified  during  the  year 
less  than  for  several  years.  Of  these,  two  arose  in  Hlham 
P.D.  (two  young  girls),  and  one  in  West  Ashford  P.D.  (a  young 
married  woman),  all  had  some  paralysis,  one  recovered 
completely, one  has  residual  paralysis  in  one  leg  and  is 
still  under  treatment  and  the  other  young  girl  was  a very 
severe  case  with  much  paralysis  and  total  incapacity. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  bumper  of  new'  cases  has  risen  slightly,  being  22  for 
the  four  areas  as  against  17  last  year.  18  names  have  been 
withdrawn  from  the  -Register  on  recovery  and  10  cases  died  in 
1951. 

The  death  rate  ,er  1,000  resident  population  ?;as  0.31 
(0.29  in  1950)  and  that  for  England  and  .-ales  was  also  0.31  . 
The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  recoveries  is  continuing 
and  is  very  satisfactory* 

HOUSING. 

There  continues  to  be  a great  demand  for  houses  in  all 
four  areas  and  of  the  houses  in  occupation  the  Rural  housing 
survey  shows  that  many  are  still  substandard  and  until  economic 
rents  are  possible  it  is  unlikely  that  money  v;ill  be  available 
for  improvements. 

At  the  Irish  of  repeating  myself  I should  like  to  give 
expression  to  my  concern  about  the  housing  of  a section  of 
the  population  who  are  not  lixely  to  make  good  tenants  of 
council  houses  and  ©lib  yet  need  dry,  ?;arm  and  light  d?;ellings 
of  some  kind.  They  have  in  some  cases  settled  in 
temporary  army  huts  and  there  appears  little  chance  of 
improving  their  condition  unless  some  intermediary  type  of 
accommodation  can  be  found.  The  progress  towards  better 
mental  and  physical  health  which  we  desire  for  these  persons 
can  hardly  be  produced  under  existing  conditions. 

Pare  of  Uld_ People. 

The  care  of ■ old  people  is  one  of  our  big  problems, 
especiaL ly  when  such  persons  become  really  incapable  of  looking 
after  themselves  and  have  no  relations  willing  to  help. 

Hospital  and  nome  accommodation  is  still  very  difficult  to  get 
as  the  demand  is  so  great  - the  v;orst  cases  1 have  met  have  had 
houses  of  their  own  and  have  not  been  short  of  money. 


haTER. 


Good  progress  is  being  made  in  the  laying  of  piped  water 
especially  in  ^Iham  Rural  district,  including  supplies  to 
pome, what  isolated  properties,  and  the  supply  of  water  in  the 
four  areas  is  generally  good,. 


IBLii/ERAGE . 


I should  much  like  to  see  more  progress  irl  the  laying  of 
sewers  in  some  of  our  larger  villages  where  the  need  is 
urgent;  hut  the  expense  of  such  systems,  is,  1 know,  great 
and  I realise  it  is  not  possible  to  proceed  with  such  improvements 
at  the  moment. 

CLEaN  POOD, 

The  standards  of  Ice  Ore am  samples  improved  in  1 951  - 
few  samples  fell  below  grades  I and  II. 

There  were  6 cases  of  food  Poisoning  in  nythe  during 
the  year;  they  were  mainly  isolated  cases  and  although 
certain  food  stuffs  were  suspected  no  conclusive  evidence 
could  be  obtained. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  constant  supervision  and 
advice  to  increase  general  awareness  of  the  necessity  for 
clean  methods  of  handling  food  - in  shop,  in  transit  and  in 
the  home.  The.  standard  in  our  areas  is  reasonably' good  but 
in  some  instances  improvements  could  be  made. 


The  general  work  of  the  Public  Health  departments  has  run 
smoothly,  and,  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions  in  all  areas  - 
though  not  spectacular  - has  been  thorough  and  satisfactory, 
i should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members 
of  the  four  Councils  for  their  helpful  interest  in  the  worn  of 
my  department,  and  I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Administrative 
Officers  and  the  cianitary  inspectors  for  their  co-operation 
and  help.

The  year  shewed  an  increase  in  infectious  disease 
largely  due  to  the  number  of  measles  cases,  this  disease 
shows  a periodic  cycle  occuring  every  second  year* 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Pneumonia  cases  notified 
coincided  with  the  Influenza  epidemic  in  the  winter  of 
1951-52*  'The  six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  isolated 
cases  and  had  no  tracable  connection  with  any  article  of 
diet* 

Diphtheria  Immunisation* 

During  the  year  1 09  children  received  primary 
inoculations  against  Diphtheria  and  175  received 
reinforcing  inoculations. 

Again  due  tc  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  the  Registrar*- General  it  is  possible  to 
assess  the  approximate  number  of  children  who  are  protected 
against  Diphtheria.  Of  1 , 91 5 children  (0-15  years  of  age) 
1,479  have  been  immunised  = 77f°«  Of  the  children  (0-4  years) 
approximately  36>b  had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year* 
This  is  again  a fall  on  the  previous  year  and  it  is  urgently 
necessary  that  parents  should  realise  their  responsibility 
and  take  their  children  either  to  the  Welfare  Centre  or  to 
their  own  doctor  to  receive  the  necessary  protection  sws  soon 
after  the  baby  is  6 months  old 

Smallpox  Vaccination* 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  and 
the  work  carried  out  at  Welfare  Centres  and  by  Private 
Practitioners. 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  was  60.  This  is  a decrease  on  last  year* 
Of  the  children( aged  (0-4  years)34  received  primary 
vaccination  and  9 were  revaccinated.

The  work  of  providing  additional  hanging  rails  for  beef 
carcases  and  the  conversion  of  the  pig  slaughterhall  into  a 
hanging  room  for  sheep  and  calf  carcases 'was  completed  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  This  conversion  has  entailed 
the  entire  cessation  of  pig  ki  lling  at  this  slaughterhouse 
and  has  caused  some  difficulty  to  the  Ministry  of  food 
slaughtering  department.  The  advantages  gained  in  securing 
better  conditions  for  inspections  handling  and  storage  have, 
however,  outweighed  any  temporary  disadvantages  of  this 
nature. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Food  asked  for 
tenders  to  be  submitted  to  them  for  the  provision  of  a new 
hanging  room  for  40  beef  carcases,  the  restoration  of  pig 
slaughter  facilities,  and  the  provision  of  another  approach 
road  which  will  avoid  congestion  during  off-loading  of 
carcases  and  by-products.  The  carrying  out  of  this  work 
will  improve  still  further  the  conditions  for  the  production 
of  home  killed  meat,  but  the  delays  in  delivery  of  equipment 
(especially  steel)  will  probably  prevent  the  completion  of 
this  scheme  within  this  year*

(4)  Control  of  Infestation. 

Rodent  Control. 

69  infestations  with  rats  and  mice  v/ere  dealt  with  by  the 
Council’s  part  time  Rodent  Operator  and  the  total  estimated 
will  for  the  year  1951  was  1531*  Routine  baiting  and  gassing 
of  rats  on  the  Council's  three  refuse  tips  was  undertaken  and 
satisfactory  results  obtained.  An  annual  re-test  of  the 
Council’s  sewerage  systems  at  Rye,  Hamstroet  and  Mershara  gave 
negative  results.  There  are  no  large  scale  sources  of  rat 
infestation  in  the  District. 

Insect  infestation. 

13  infestations  with  bugs,  fleas,  ants,  cockroaches, 
wasps,  etc,,  were  dealt  with  partly  by  the  loan  of  sprayers  and 
powder  blowers  with  insecticides  and  by  the  giving  of  advice 
on  the  subject. 
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The  collection  of  dry  house  refuse  is  carried  out  once 
monthly  throughout  the  District  with  the  exception  of  the 
to.;n  area  of  wye  where  the  collection  is  made  twice  weekly, 
and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Chilham  where  an  additional  mid- 
monthly collection  is  made.  This  work  is'  at  present  being 
carried  out  by  contract  but  consideration  is  being  given  to 
the  proposed  purchase  of  a suitable  refuse  and  salvage  vehicle 
to  be  operated  by  direct  labour.  Three  refuse  tips  are  in 
use  for  the  deposit  of  house  refuse,  the  first  being  near 
Drylands  farm,  w.olash  , the  second  at  '.-hi te  Hill,  Houghton 
Aluph, and  the  third  at  the  Font  County  Council  Quarry, 

Aldington.  Two  of  these  refuse  tips  consist  of  large  disused 
chalk  pits  and  the  other  is  the  disused  part  of  a rock  quarry# 

Emptying  of  cesspools . 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  in  all  parts  of  the  District  is 
undertaken  by  the  Council  twice  yearly  on  written  request  made 
by  householders.  During  the  year  1951.  the  number  so 
emptied  was  81 6.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract. 

The  emptying  of  pail-closets  is  carried  out  in  the  Parish 
of  Houghton  Aluph  and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Chilham.  In 
the  Parish  of  Houghton  Aluph  the  emptying  takes  place  once 
weekly,  by  contract,  and  the  number  to  be  emptied  is  approximate! 
72.  In  the  Parish  of  Chilham  the  emptying  is  carried  out 
twice  weekly  in  an  area  covering  The  Square,  The  Street  and 
Railway  station  and  the  number  to  be  emptied  is  now  reduced 
to  30. 

Salvage  of  -aste  Paper. 

A special  monthly  collection  of  waste  paper  is  made  in 
the  District  and  the  total  amount  salvaged  during  the  year 
1951  was  135  tons,  the  value  of  which  was  £2,076.

Apart  from  producer  retailers  there  are  only  three  retail 
dairies  in  the  District  and  none  for  the  wholesale  handling  or 
distribution  of  mile.

The  accommodation  for  hop  pickers  is  in  13  separate 
camps  with  a total  of  624  huts;  about  2,000  visiting  hop 
pickers  were  resident  during  the  season  1951.  The  huts  are 
generally  in  fair  condition  and  the  water  supply  is  sufficient 
and  almost  entirely  from 'the  main  supply.  The  closet 
accommodation  is  mostly  of  the  portable  type  but  with  a few 
fixed  pail  closets,  Further  improvement  in  the  cleansing  of 
these  is  desirable,  but  the  task  is  rendered  more  difficult 
oy  the  uncleanly  habits  of  a few  of  the  hop  pickers* 
Improvement  in  this  and  in  scavenging  is  urgently  needed. 

Some  of  the  camps  are  rendered  untidy  and  unhygenic  by  the 
scattering  of  refuse^ including  food  waste,  though  the  refuse 
bins  arc  on  the  spot  ready  for  use  and  are  emptied  daily. 

Gamp  supervision  should  be  organised  by  the  pickers  themselves 
and  if  families  clubbed  together  to  u ae  and  be  responsible 
for  individual  closets  much  improvement  would,  result.  Cook- 
house accommodation  meets  with  requirements,  but  in  good 
weather  the  picxers  prefer  to  use  fires  in  the  open  air 
outside  their  own  huts. 


Inspections  were  carried  out  before  and  during  occupation 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Hr.  d.  CaucisHi"  (Ministry  of 
Health)as  well  as  by  the  Sanitary  inspector.  A total  of  43 
visits  was  made  during  the  season.

These  figures  show 
a decrease  on  the  previous  year.  It  is  much  to  be  deplored 
that  parents  do  not  realise  the  advantage  of  having  their 
children  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and  are  content  to  wait  until 
a possible  emergency  arises  when  it  may  well  be  too  late  to 
give  the  necessary  immunity.

Until 
the  supply  of  water  at  these  points  can  be  improved  the  tenants 
have  been  instructed  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking*

There  is  main  drainage  in  the  Parish  of  Salt  wood  only*, 
Nine  small  sewage  treatment  plants  have  been  constructed 
to  take  sewage  from  Council  Housing  estates  only. 

The  proposals  for  main  drainage  in  the  Parishes  of 
Lyminge,  Slham,  Kawki'nge,  Swingfield,  3e  11  i ridge , Stanford, 
Lympne  and  Newington  are  still  under  consideration.  The 
large  number  of  unsatisfactory  water  samples  and  the  ever 
increasing  demands  on  the  cesspool  emptier  s,  as  fresh 
connections  are  made  to  the  new  wilier  ■mains  yearly, 
emphasizes  the  urgency  for  main  drainage  in  parts  of  the 
District* 

some  of  the  causes  of  the  pollution  of  the  stream  at 
Newington  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  but  the 
Nailbourne  at  Lyminge  is  polluted  by  the  overflowing  sewage 
from  a large  sopeic  tank.  Neither  case  can  be  effectively 
dealt  with  until  main  drainage  is  provided. 

All  cesspools  and  some  pail  closets  are  emptied 
regularly,  and  as  re-quested,  oy  the  three  motor  cesspool 
emptiers.
